P Kedeſtinatton tolife , is the everlaſting purpoſe 
of God, whereby (befoze the foundations of the 
Wwozld were tayd ) Hee Hath conſtantly decreed by his 
counſell, ſecret to vs, to deliver from curſe and 
damnation , thoſe whom hee hath choſen in Chzift 
out of mankinde, and to bzingthem by Chziſt to 
everlaſting ſaluation ,- as veilels made to honour. 
Wheretoze they which bee indued With co excellent 
a benefite of God, bee called accozding to Gods pur- 
pole by his Spirit wozking in due ſeaſon : they 
thzough grace obey the calling : they bee tuſtified 
freely: thep be made fonnes of God by adoptton:theyp | 

be made ltke the Jmage of his only begotten Soune 
Jeſus Chiilt: they walke religtonfly tn good wozks, 
and at length by Gods mercy, they attaine to euerla- | 
ting felicity. | 
As the godly conliderationof P2edeſtination and 
our Election in Chit , is full of Cweete , pleaſant, | 
and- vnſveakeble comfozt ta godly perſons, and 


ſuch as feele in themſeiues the wezkingof the Spb 
rit of Chziſt, moztifying the wozkes of the fleſh, 
and their earthlp memvers., and dzawing vp their 
minde to high and heauenly things, afwell becauſe 
it doeth greatly e{tabliſh and confirme their faith 
of eternall ſaluation to beeentoyed thzough Chaift, 
as becauſe it doeth feruently- kindle their loue to- 
wards God : So, fo2 curious and carnall perſons, 
lacking the Spiritof Chailt,to haue continuallybe- 
fo:e their eyes the ſentence cf Gods pzedeſtinatſon, 
ts amoſt dangerous downefall, whereby the deuill 
_— _ doeth 
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doeth thult them efther into deſperation, o2 into 
rechleſneſſe of mot vncleane liuing, no lefle peril- 
lous then deſperation. 8

'S Enerall Councels may not bee gathered toge- 

ther without the commandement and will of 
Pzinces. And when they be gathered together ( foz- 
aſmuch as they bee an aſſembly of men, whereof all 
bee not gouerned with the Spirit and wozd of God) 
they may erre, and ſometime Haue erred, euen in 
things pertaining vnto God. Udherefoze things 02- 
detned by them as neceſſary to ſaluation, Haue net- 
thertrengthno2 authozity, vnletle it may bee decla- 


red that they be taken outof holy Scripture.

T' Þe Romtiih doctrine concerning Purgatozie,

Thoſe fiue commonly called Sacraments, that 
i3toſay, Confirmation, Penance, Dzders , Ma- 
trimome, and ertreaine Unction, are not to bee 
counted fox Dacraments of the Goſpel , being fuch 
as haue growen, partly of the cozrupt following of 
the Apoes, partly are cates of life allowedi1n the 
Scxiptures':' btt yet haue not like uatureof'SDa- 
craments with-Baptiſme andthe Lozds Supper, 
to: tat they Yaute not any viſible ſigne 02 ceremony 
92dapned of God, 

The Dacraments were not o2dained. of Chat 
fo be gazed vpon, o2 to be caried about,but that wee 
ſhould dyely vſe them, they haue a wholſome ef- 
fect 02 operation: But they that recetue them vn- 
wotthily, purchaſe to themſelues damnation , as 
S, Paul ſatth,

«| Of the vnworthineſſe of the Miniſters, which \ 
hinder not the efte& of the Sacraments. 


A Lthough tn the viſible Church the euill be euer 
mingled wtth the good, and ſometime the euill 
haue chiefe authozity in the miniſtration of the 
2292d and Dacraments : yet fozaſmuch: as they 
doe not theſame in their owne name, but in Chiilts, 
and dve miniſter by his commiſſion and authozity, 
wee may vle their minifterie, both in Hearing the 
wozd of God, and in the receiuing of the Dacra- 
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ments. Neither is the effect of Chaifts o2dinance ta- 
ken away by their wickednelle, no2 the grace of 
Gods gifts diminiſhed from ſuch , as by faith,and 
rightly.doe receiue the Sacraments miniflred vnto 
them, which be effectuall, becauſe of Chzilts tnititu- 
tiowand pzomiſe , although they be miniſcred by es 
uill men. Raf 

Neuertheleſle , it appertaineth to the diſcipline 
of the Church, that inquiry bee madeof eutill Wins 
ſters, and that they bee accuſed by thoſe that Haue 
finow!{edge of their offences: and finally being found 
guilty, by tuſt tudgement, be depoſed.

Þ Apvtiſme is not onely a (igne of p2ofeſſion,and 
marhke of difference, whereby Chzitian men are 
diſcerned from others that be not Chiſtened : but 
it is alſo a ſigne of Regeneration 92 new-virth, 
whereby , as by an tnfixrument, tizey that receiue 
Baptiſme rightly, are grafted into the Church : the 
promiſes of the fozgiuenetle of finne, and of our ad- 
option to bee the ſorines of God, by the holy Gizofk, 
are viltvly (ſigned and ſealed : faith 1s confirmed: 
and grace tncreaſedbp vertueof pzayer vnto God, 
The Baptiſme of yong childzen, ts in any wile to be 
retained in the Thurch, as molt agreeable with the 
inſtitution of Chaift.

De Dupper of the 'Lo2d is not onely a ſigne of 
the lone that Chziſtians ought to haue omen 
MEG Do ey em? 
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themſelues one to another : but rather it is a Sa- 

crament of our redemption by Chziſtes death. Jn ſo 

much that to ſuch as rightly , wozthily , and with 

faith recetue the ſame, the bzead which wee bzeake, 

is a partaking of the Body of Chzift : and likewiſe 

yo on of bleſſing, is a partaking of the Blood of 
an. 

Tranſubſtantiation ( oz the change of the ſub- 
ſtance of bzead and wine) in the Supper of the 
Lozd, cannot bee p2ooued by holy wait : but it is re- 
pugnant tothe plaine wozdes of Scripture , ouer- 
th:oweth the natureot a Dacrament, and hath gt- 
yen occaſion to many ſuperliitions. 

The body of Chzilt is gtuen, taken, and eaten - 
in the Supper onely after an heauenly and ſpt- 
rituallmanner. And the meane whereby the body 
- -"_o is recetued and eaten in the Supper, is

The Sacrament of the Lozds Supper was not 
by Chaiftes ozdinance reſerued, caried about, lifted 
vp, o2 wozlhipped.
